Steer competitors banned from 2014 showing

Royden Anderson, Riley Chalack, and other com¬ 
petitors who worked with the steer disqualified from 
the 2013 UFA Stampede Steer Classic, have been 
banned from competing in next year’s competition, 
according to officials. 

Along with Anderson and Chalack, Chris Wilson 
and Raymond Gonnet will not be permitted to enter 
the 2014 UFA Stampede Steer Classic. 

Kurt Kadatz, corporate communications director 
for the Calgary Stampede, said the decision was 
made after much discussion between stakeholders 
and the Stampede organization as a whole. 

“Really, our stakeholders expect the Stampede to 
run a fair and clean competition, and because of the 
nature of the rules that were breached, we felt it was 
appropriate to suspend the folks,” said Kadatz. 

Chalack and Anderson entered a steer in the 2013 
UFA Stampede Steer Classic and won the grand 
champion title, only to have it stripped because offi¬ 
cials claimed drugs were found in the steer’s blood 
following a blood test. 

While the amount of drugs that were found in the 
steer may be debated over, Kadatz noted Stampede 
officials wanted to send out a clear message that 


their competition rules cannot be breached. 

“Everyone has a duty - everyone who touches 
that animal has a duty to care for that animal and 
uphold the rules, so that’s why we felt it was the 
best thing to do to suspend (them) for a year,” he 
added. 

The decision was handed down at the end of 
October, he noted. 

“So the fact is that there were two drugs found in 
the steer's system: ibuprofen and flunixin, and when 
we have drugs being combined like that, it’s what 
we call drug stacking. We clearly say in our rules the 
animals cannot be altered physiologically, and that’s 
what drug stacking does,” he said. 

“That is not part of an ethical, fair competition... 
We have people who question the (drug testing pro¬ 
tocol and levels), and we weren’t testing for levels, 
we were testing for mere presence.” 

Royden Anderson said at this point he couldn't 
care less about being barred from next year’s show¬ 
ing. 

“1 don’t care if I get banned, because it’s a vindic¬ 
tive political position on their part," said Anderson. 

He is more bothered by the banning of the entire 
group of people, he noted. 

“They’ve got no proof of any of t heir stances, other 
than saying there was a trace amount of a drug that 


was so minimal you could say there was none in it." 

He said he is also bothered because the ban is for 
unethical conduct, “when it's obvious that no action 
of wrongdoing has been done. 

“It’s like they took a shotgun approach at whoever 
to find a culprit, so instead of finding the one person 
they think is guilty, they shot everybody. Problem is 
they forgot about (he scientific evidence that nobody 
did anything (wrong)." 

He also noted that the Stampede did not contact 
Chris Wilson, Trausch Farms or Raymond Gonnet 
at all after the Stampede show, including during the 
investigation. 

“All of a sudden, these people just get a call that 
they’re banned next year, or a letter.” 

He attributes the actions of the Stampede to the 
organization trying to save face. 

“They’ve gotta show to the public that they’re 
right," he said. 

“They’re grasping onto this concept that they have 
a trace drug, but no evidence on their behalf on any¬ 
thing that supports their claim, especially when the 
drug tests were invalid (because they used an equine 
blood test)." 

He added that a tissue sample, and not a blood 
sample, is how meat is tested before going into the 
food chain.

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Council supports new off-leash park

Town councillors voted at the last meeting on 
Tuesday, Nov. 26, to support the Didsbury Veterinary 
Clinic’s proposed off-leash park, by providing gar¬ 
bage disposal, benches, and weed control, as well as 
some gravel and fencing. 

Peace officer Derek Sutherland talked to council 
on the subject, noting that bylaw services has been 


trying to champion a park like this for some time. 

“The reasons they haven't happened at this point 
are first of all problems identifying spaces to allot, 
and the expense to fence an area," said Sutherland. 

He noted that because the space would be for a 
specific group, it would be a hard sell to residents, 
but because the clinic hits volunteered the space and 
just asked for some support from the town, most of 
the work has already been done.

Council meets regarding Miki Town trip

Town council was 
expected to meet for a 
special council meeting 
on Monday, Dec. 2, to 
discuss the biennnial trip 
to Miki Town, Japan, by 
town officials and local 
students. 

Councillors previously 
discussed the trip, noting 


that it is a contentious 
issue for some residents, 
who do not think the trip 
is worth the cost. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said that council voted 
at the regular council 
meeting on Nov. 26 to 
put off the trip - cur¬ 
rently scheduled for 
April next year - imtil 
2015, though he noted 
the decision may change 


at the Monday meeting. 

“We would like to 
continue with our rela¬ 
tionship and we don’t 
want to give up on it. 
We think it will be good 
for Didsbury,” said 
Mousseau. 

He noted that officials 
in Miki Town have been 
developing a rare sugar 
derived from plant mat¬ 
ter, and that they have 


been looking at open¬ 
ing up a plant in North 
America. 

The trip would cost 
about $6,400 for two 
town officials, after 
deductions for airfare 
from town Avion points.

Women’s shelter 
shortage 
unacceptable 

As Canadians mark the anniversary of 
the horrific Dec. 6, 1989 Montreal Ecole 
Polytechnique massacre of 14 women this 
week, the battle to end violence against 
women in every province and territory, in 
small towns and in large 
cities alike, continues 
unabated. 

And while the Montreal 
tragedy is now many 
years ago, the sad truth 
is that far, far too many 
Canadian women of all 
ages continue to face vio¬ 
lence in their daily lives. 

No easy solutions have 
been found to stop vio¬ 
lence against women, 
but that hasn’t stopped 
countless Canadians from 
working tirelessly to bring 
such violence to an end. 

One of the latest initiatives aimed at ending 
violence against women is being spearheaded 
by YWCA Canada, the largest national provid¬ 
er of shelter services for women and children 
fleeing violence. 

The organization’s Rose Campaign calls for 
a National Action Plan on violence against 
women. The plan would bring together exist¬ 
ing provincial and national strategies with 
the ultimate aim of creating national legis¬ 
lation. While the call comes 24 years after 
the Montreal killings, it is a message that 
Canadian and Alberta politicians should be 
hearing loud and clear in 2013. 

According to the YWCA, a shortage of shel¬ 
ters has become a bottleneck in the effort to 
protect women from violence. 

“Across the country demand for services 
and programs outstrips capacity,” said YWCA 
CAO Paulette Senior. “Affordable housing 
tops the list of what women need to leave 
violence behind and live safely in community. 
This is the big missing piece. 

“Violence against women is a $4-billion 
problem in Canada. Each year, violence and 
abuse drive over 100,000 women and children 
out of their homes and into shelters. They 
face an uncertain future with a high risk of 
homelessness and poverty." 

Making emergency shelter spaces available 
for women in need is one hundred per cent 
about providing adequate resources for staff¬ 
ing and infrastructure. Canada is a rich and 
prosperous country that can and must do 
more to end this wholly unacceptable shelter 
shortage. 

And, in the end, the people who are ulti¬ 
mately responsible for making those needed 
resources available are MPs and MLAs. 

As Canadians mark one of the saddest chap¬ 
ters in the nation's history this week, there is 
no better time for elected officials to commit 
themselves to ensuring that there is adequate 
emergency shelter capacity for each and every 
women who needs it. 

Failing to do so, without delay, is to insult 
the women who died on Dec. 6, 1989 and their 
families and friends who were left to grieve.

He added that if any damage is caused during 
such activities, the operators should report it to the 
property owners immediately to rectify the problem, 
otherwise t hey can face charges similar to if t hey had 
committed a hit and run. 

“If there is anybody who has information on this 
particular incident, we would love to hear from 
them, or if somebody didn’t realize they needed to 
report it, they can certainly come down to us and 
make the report to get ahold of the property owner 
and make the necessary amends,” he noted. 

Charges follow crash 

Police were called to a vehicle that had ended up 
in the ditch a few miles west of Cremona on Nov. 25 
around 4 p.m., said Jacobson. 

Upon attending, officers arrested a 40-year-old 
man from the Cremona area who had a number of 
outstanding warrants, he said. 

He is now facing new charges in relation to driv¬ 
ing without insurance, driving while suspended, and 
driving an unregistered vehicle, he noted. 

The man has also been charged with the misuse 
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of a licence plate, an unsafe lane change, and was 
issued a 24-hour suspeasion due to driving under the 
influence, he added.
